t's  easy  to  be  awed  by 
NEWENCO's  Library. 
The  architecture,  lavishly 
fitted  with  mahogany, 
oak  and  Italian  marble, 
recalls  Boston's  Gilded 
Age.  An  ambience  of 
refined  elegance  prevails 
in  the  century-old 
building.  Its  three 
magnificent  floors  once 
housed  some  of  Back 
Bay's  most  genteel 
residents,  including  Mrs. 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge. 

The  Library's  architecture 
may  well  have  been  a 
unique  selling  point 
when  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Optometry 


purchased  the  building  at 
420  Beacon  Street  in  1971. 
However,  since  that  time, 
the  physical  structure  has 
become  secondary  to  the 
quality  of  the  services 
and  resources  that  it 
provides. 


"Wr 


henever  I'm  able, 
I  like  to  accompany 
first-time  visitors  on 
tours  of  the  Library." 
Lynne  Epstein, 
M.S.L.S.,  Director  of  the 
Library,  has  become 
adept  at  shifting  focus 
from  the  building's 
physical  structure  and 
design,  and  placing 


emphasis  on  what  she 
considers  the  real 
excitement,  the  learning. 
"It's  easy  to  get  off  on 
describing  the  history  of 
the  bedrooms  on  the 
second  floor.  But  it's 
important  to  keep 
pointing  out  that  they're 
not  bedrooms  anymore. 
They're  study  rooms 
now,  places  where 
students  are  spending  a 
lot  of  time  learning  a 
profession."

Lanaging  the 
extensive  collections  and 
services  requires  the 
expertise  of  a 
knowledgeable  staff.  At 
NEWENCO  these  duties 
are  in  the  capable  hands 
of  four  full-time  librarians 
and  two  assistants. 
Besides  maintaining  and 
expanding  a  permanent 
collection  of  10,000 
volumes  on  optometry 
and  related  sciences,  the 
staff  provides  a  myriad  of 
other  services  to 
students,  educators,  and 
alumni. 

In  addition  to  the 
permanent  volumes,  the 
Library  carries  current 
subscriptions  to  over  250 
journals,  magazines  and 
newsletters.  Most  of  the 
scholarly  journals  are 
related  to  optometry, 
ophthalmology  and 
general  medicine.  Copies 
of  most  state  optometric 
association  newsletters 
are  also  available. 
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The  Library  also  has  a 
wide  array  of  audio 
visual  materials  including 
videotapes,  slides  and 
audiotapes,  and  the 
equipment  to  utilize  these 
resources.  Presently,  the 
staff  is  delving  into  ways 
to  better  meet  the  needs 
of  students,  faculty  and 
alumni  in  this  area. 

The  age  of  computer 
technology  has  allowed 
for  tremendous 
improvements  in  the  ease 
of  information  retrieval. 
Today,  the  Library  offers 
computer  searches  into 
medical  and  optometry 
index  services  that 
quickly  and  efficiently 
compile  current 
bibliographies  of  journal 
articles  on  requested 
subjects. 

If  a  search  turns  up  a 
resource  that  is  not 
carried  by  NEWENCO, 
an  inter-library  loan 
service  is  available.  The 
Library  is  a  member  of  a 
network  of  related  science 
libraries  in  the  area.  This 
service  greatly  expands 
the  Library's  resources  by 
making  accessible  books 
and  journals  that  would 
normally  be  unavailable. 

Services  such  as  these 
have  increased  the 
faculty's  productivity  and 
heightened  the  quality  of 
the  optometric  education 
they  are  able  to  provide. 
The  Library  staff  keeps 
faculty  members 
informed  of  new  book 
listings,  and  provides 
them  with  each  issue  of  a 
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journal's  table  of  contents 
and  periodic  computer 
search  updates  of  their 
areas  of  specialty. 

In  the  future,  Epstein,  a 
member  of  the  full-time 
faculty,  sees  the  Library 
staff  beginning  to  take  a 
more  active  role  in  the 
students'  curriculum. 
Recently,  the  staff  has 
assumed  an  important 
role  in  the  third  year 
class'  required  writing 
project.  By  assisting 
students  with  the 
research  and  writing  of 
their  papers,  the  staff  is 
able  to  lend  their 
expertise  and  very 
directly  support  the 
academic  curriculum. 


A  or  students,  the  library 
has  always  been  a 
traditional  haven  for 
study,  research  and 
socializing;  NEWENCO's 
Library  is  no  exception. 
Recognizing  the  amount 
of  time  each  student 
spends  in  the  building, 
efforts  to  make  the 
environment  conducive  to 
study  and  research  are 
ongoing.  This  summer, 
group  study  rooms  were 
"freshened  up"  with 
paint  and  framed  prints. 
Epstein  hopes  to  continue 
the  trend  with  other 
improvements  including 
more  comfortable 
furniture  and  carpeting. 

Epstein  believes  that 
communication  between 
students  and  the  staff  is 


truly  two-way.  The  staff's 
sensitivity  to  students  has 
resulted  in  such  ideas  as 
the  implementation  of  a 
patron  input  book,  a 
popular  way  for  students 
to  voice  comments  and 
suggestions,  and  the  use 
of  fine  money  collected 
for  overdue  books  to 
supply  coffee  and  tea  to 
the  students  during  the 
extended  hours  of  exam 
weeks. 

In  order  to  enhance 
Library  services,  the 
College  has  designated 
$150,000  from  the  Capital 
Campaign  toward  this 
goal.  In  addition  to 
improving  facilities  and 
expanding  collections,  a 
major  part  of  the  money 
raised  will  increase  the 
computer  equipment 
available  to  students. 
Presently,  the  Library 
houses  a  half-dozen 
Apple  Macintosh 
workstations  and 
provides  instruction  in 
the  system's 
wordprocessing  and 
graphic  capabilities. 

Epstein  notes  that 
because  of  NEWENCO's 
ability  to  recognize  the 
present  and  future  needs 
of  patrons,  such  as  the 
need  for  computer 
literacy,  the  Library 
service  has  developed 
into  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive 
optometric  resource 
centers  in  the  country. 

"No  matter  how 
sophisticated  we  get  we 
can't  forget  the  human

Students  pursuing  an 
optometric  education  are 
faced  with  challenges 
daily.  Like  other  students 
enrolled  in  professional 
programs,  they  are 
confronted  by  a  rigorous 
academic  schedule  that 
places  many  demands  on 
their  time  and 
concentration.  In 
addition,  most  students 
are  met  with  the 
challenge  of  meeting  the 
costs  of  that  education. 
Unlike  other  graduate 
degrees  that  can  be 
pursued  during  evening 
and  weekend  courses, 
optometry  requires  a  total 
commitment  from  the 
student.  The  course  load

demanding.  The 
commitment  is  much 
greater  than  that  required 
during  the  undergraduate 
years. 

Recognizing  the 
dedication  that  students 
pour  into  their  years  at 
the  College,  NEWENCO 
has  developed  a  strong 
commitment  of  its  own. 
As  Hyman  R.  Kamens, 
O.D.,  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs,  puts  it,  "Student 
services  are  here  to 
support  each  and  every 
NEWENCO  student.  We 
all  work  very  hard  to 
help  maximize  the 
student's  chance  for 
academic  success." 


In  September,  students 
were  introduced  to  a 
brand-new  NEWENCO 
Center  that  solidifies  this 
commitment.  The 
Maurice  H.  Saval  Student 
Center  now  occupies  the 
building  at  422  Beacon 
Street,  the  former 
Specialties  Clinic.  The 
Center's  completely 
renovated  quarters  now 
house  a  myriad  of 
professional  services  for 
students,  from 
recruitment  and 
admissions  to  financial 
aid  and  counseling.

Lany  elements  go 
into  supporting  a 
student's  education.  As 
David  Heath,  O.D, 
Director  of  Student 
Support  Services,  points 
out,  "Transitions  in  life 
often  set  up  people  for 
failure,  like  the  transition 
that  all  our  students 
make  from  undergraduate 
to  graduate  school.  All 
the  services  in  this 
building  are  here  to  make 
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how  that  education  will 
be  financed.  In  1970, 
NEWENCO  tuition  was 
approximately  $1,325  per 

year;  the  L987-88  tuition 
figure  stands  at  $12,690. 
Because  of  increased 
costs  of  professional 
education,  the  role  of 
financial  aid  is  becoming 
even  more  vital. 

Financial  aid  counseling 
begins  with  the 
admissions  process  when 
a  financial  aid  staff 
member  meets  with 
prospective  applicants. 
According  lo  Ruth 
I  lopkinson,  Director  of 
Financial  Aid,  most 
students  finance  their 
optometric  educations 
through  a  combination  of 
family  assistance,  loans, 
grants,  scholarships  and 
employment.  It  is  rare 
that  a  student  is  unable 
to  complete  his  or  her 
degree  because  of 
financial  reasons. 
1  lowever,  federal  belt- 
tightening,  reflected  in 
the  1 98h  reauthorization 
of  the  l  ligher  Education 
Act,  has  resulted  in 
tightened  eligibility  for 
federal  student  aid  funds.

The  higher  costs  of 
today's  optometric 
education  has  meant 
increased  use  of  loans  by 
students.  In  1970,  a 
student  left  the  college 
with  little  or  no  debt; 
eighteen  years  later 
students'  average  debt  at 
graduation  is 
approximately  $39,000.  As 
a  result,  there  is 
emphasis  as  a  student 
progresses  through 
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NEWENCO,  on  debt 
management  and 
financial  planning.  In 
addition,  other  avenues 
of  assistance  are  being 
pursued,  such  as  the 
development  ol 
additional  state  contrail 
grants,  and  the 
establishment  of  new 
college-sponsored 
scholarship  and  loan 
funds.

"nee  enrolled,  a 
student  although  he  or 
she  may  be  intellectually 
qualified,  might  struggle 
academically.  In  cases 
such  as  this,  options  for 
the  student  include  peer 
tutoring  and  academic 
counseling. 

Heath,  director  of  both 
these  services,  says  that 
approximately  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  student 
body  utilize  the  tutoring 
service  each  year.  The 
goal  of  the  service  is  to 
provide  students  with  the 
opportunity  to  work  with 
upperclassmen  who  have 
done  well,  on  both 
clarification  and  study 
skills.

Kamens 
says  that  a  network  of 
approximately  1500 
alumni  and  other 
optometrists  utilize  this 
service  to  announce  job 
openings  in  private  and 
corporate  practice.

ice  President  for  Institutional  Advancement,  Sally 
McLellan,  C.F.R.E.,  has  resigned  from  the  College  after 
fourteen  years  of  service.  The  formal  announcement  of 
her  resignation  was  made  by  Dr.  Dupuis  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  November  18.  At 
that  meeting,  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  recognizing 
McLellan  for  her  years  of  "total  commitment"  to  the 
College. 

McLellan's  career  at  NEWENCO  encompassed  the 
structuring  of  the  comprehensive  giving  plan  and  the 
organization  of  the  professional  office  of  Institutional 
Advancement.  When  she  began  at  the  College  in  1973, 
the  school  had  no  formal  fund  raising  program.  Since 
that  time,  under  her  leadership,  the  annual  fund  has 
raised  well  in  excess  of  one  million  dollars.
